LANDING OF ITALY’S ARMY WAS 
MADE IN DOUBLE QUICK TIME 


R O M E , Sept. 29.— The official declaration of war between Italy and 
Turkey came at 2:30 o'clock. 
In a statem ent issued to the powers, Italy 
promised that the rights of all foreigners should be protected. 
Tw o minutes after receiving the war dispatch Adm iral Aubrey act­ 
ed. 
From the sides of ten Italian battleships before Tripoli, boatload af­ 
ter boatload started shoreward and soon the entire force of 30,000 men 
was landed.

The landing of the men over a portion of the fleet ^Teamed eastward 
and westward to put into effect the orders to blockade the whole coasts 
of Tripoli and Albania.

T urkey’s navy: Five older battleships, one first-class cruiser, two second 
class cruisers, two third class cruisers, 8 torpedo boats, 30,000 men.

tiicts, the atte n d an c e has been 
so 
reduced that the schools have beeu 
closed. T he law read s that no child 
under 12 years of age shall be em ploy­ 
ed an d those betw een 
12 and 15 only 
when a permit is issued by the judge 
c f the- juvenile court. But two per 
inits of this kind have been granted 
while scorC3 cf children under 15 a rt 
a t w ork in the orchards. 
It is the em ployer who is liable to 
the fine for violation of the child la 
bor law. T he paren ts m ay also come 
in for trouble in connection with the 
e n fo rcem en t of the school laws.
